A DANGEROUS PASTIME IN A STRANGE

In the course of un article on “Coining by 
Machinery in China,” in Cassier's Magazine, 
some interesting ata Is of travel in that wonder- 
ful land are; iven by the authors. To fix some 
of the minting machinery a party of engineers 
were ob'iged totravel up toChentu, The Gav- 
ernment supplied a convoy for the travellers, 
consisting of soldiers, ‘sedan-chairs, bearers, 
Dageage carriers, conk, and other servants, 
‘The trip was in many places *hrough a. beauti- 
ful country, sumetimes over high hills, but 
more often over roughly-made roads, following 
the valleys and winding in devious ways 
between rice ficlds in all stages of cultivation, 

In passing through villages. frequent oppo- 
sition and abuse were encountered, it being on 
more than one occasion necessary to draw 
pistols for thre itened defence against the small 
mobs with their noisy, but bloadless assaults. 
Fortunately, however, nobody was hurt,

driving off the mob was usually the disap. 
pearance of the soldiers, .who hid themselvrs 
until the trouble was over. Had much fighting 
been necessary, however, the weapons carried 
by this guard, consisting of bamboo sticks, 
would not have leen very dead)y in effect.

A serious drawback (o the immediate com. 
mencement of my duties was aceasioned hy 
the Insc, through ‘shipwreck, of the whole of |. 
my bacteriniagics) apparatus sharily after. it 
had left London, ‘The Crown Apents for the 
Colonies were instructed to re-order the ap- 
piratus with the least possible delay, bat note 
withstanding all their eff rts, the whate of the 
apparatus for the equipment of a hacteriotozi- 
cal laboratory did not arrive in Hongkong until 
the end of Junc, t¢02, that 1s to say, ahout 
four months after my arrival in the Co'ony.
